PARIS, June 21—The French Prime 
Minister, Edouatd Herriot, left Paris 
thi rning for Chequers Court. He 
was accompanied by M. Bergery, his 
chief of Cabinet; M. Camerlynck, an 
interpreter, and M. Caponet, his private 
secretary. It is understood, however, 
that the actua] meeting will be con- 
fidential and there is some protest 
that the Radical and Labor premiers 
should be more correct in their diplo- 
macy than was Raymond Poincaré, 
who conducted the correspondence 
openly. It should be remembered. 
however, that this visit is intended 
to be the occasion for « preliminary 
talk which may afterward lead to an 
interallied conference. It is a taking 
of contract and not a diplomatic meet- 
ing in the strict sense. 

M. Herriot before leaving made the - 
interesting statement to The Christian | 
Science Monitor representative on this | 
point. He said: “It should be appre- | 
ciated that the conversations are en- | 
tirely personal and I will remain! 
silent in London and on my return to | 
Paris. If Mr. MacDonald thinks fit, he 
may issue a communiqué, representing 
our joint views. We have come to a 
clear understanding about the nature 
of that talk and it should not be des- 
cribed as what it is not. I want to: 
have a frank gand friendly conversa- : 
tion which will guide us and to ex-! 
change explanations and to relate our 
views. I am delighted to have this 
early opportunity. I only met. Mr. 
MacDonald once before, for a few min- 
utes. My desire is to carry out a clear 
unambiguous policy. I have always) 
been friendly to the Entente and | 
always regarded Franco-British 
friendship as a Vital necessity of our 
foreign policy. Mr. MacDonald will 
leave on Sunday for Glasgow. I would 
like to accompany him because I have 
friends there, and once planted a tree 
in the city park. But I am compelled 
to leaye on Monday for Belgium.” 

He informed the Monitor repre- | 
sentative that the choice of subjects 
was left entirely to Mr. MacDonald. 
He does not know, except in the sense 
that everybody knows that it-must be 
about the Dawes Report and security, 
what particular points Mr. MacDonald 
will raise. It will be a desultory, 
general talk and therefore attempts 
to lay down a program to indicate 
what course he will take are entirely 
wrong. It is unlikely that.it will lead 
to any decision, but it will increase 
friendliness. 


P remiers Meeting Expected 


to ‘Be a Memorable Occasion

LONDON, June 21—M. Herriot has 
reached England and is now on his 
way to Chequers Court to spend what 
is expected to prove a memorable 
week-end with the British Prime Min- 
ister, although their talks will be en- 
tirely informal, and it is indicated in 
official circles that no communiqué . 
containing an account of what has: 
transpired is likely to be issued. The | 
conversations will of course center | 
chiefly around the Dawes report in all | 
its implications. But The Christian | 
‘Science Monitor gathers the strong | 
impression from talks in diplomatic | 
circles here that, contrary to what is 
generally supposed, the question of | 
interallied debts will not be more than | 
touched on, and that so cognate a 
question as the total reparation pay- 
ments to be made by Germany woulda 
also be left on the side till later. It 
may also be said that the question of 
French security is likely to play a 
minor réle in the conversations, espe- 
cially as the French desire for a pact | 
of guarantee within and under the. 
League does not meet ‘with great en-| 
thusiasm in Downing Street, and the | 
time is not yet ripe for German admis- | 
sion to League membership, which is | 
an integral part of the idea of turn- | 
ing a-unilateral British guarantee to'! 
France into a bilateral guarantee in- 
cluding Germany, which is the only |

the military evacuation of the Ruhr 
valley and “pledges” for German 
payments. There is also a wide meas- 
ure of agreement on another matter 
which the Prime Ministers are: bound 
to give close attention—the question 
of the control of German armaments 
which is now coming to the fore again, 
as the time limit for the German reply 
to the latest note from the confer- 
ence of Ambassadors on this subject 
expires at the end of this month.

“The 
State has ceased to function in its ad- 
ministrative capacity and it is time 
for us to offer our services to alleviaté

In this connection: it is pointed out 
by interested onlookers here that the 
Republican Party was. established 
after and not immediately in advance 
of the national congressional election 
of 1854, and that it took six years, after | 
the organization was first formed, to' 
carry a presidential election. It was 
‘the result of a series of independent 
‘ anti- -slavery movements beginning in 
1840 with the formation of a third 
party of political abolitionists opposed 
to both the Democrats and Whigs. 

In 1840 it only received 7000 votes, 
but four years later it’ had 65,000, 
after which large numbers of ‘‘con- 
science” Whiks and anti-slavery Dem- 
ocrats in the north re-inforced it. The 
National Free Soil Party was formed 
from these elements and in 1848 it 
polled 291,263 votes, but it declined in 
strength in 1852 because of the com- 
promise legislation on slavery in 1850. 

While the Republican’ Party has 
been an example of the success of a 


third-party: movement, subsequent at- | 


tempts to form and maintain third- 
party movements have not met with 
like success. Nevertheless; they have 
exercised a distinctly powerful infiu- 
ence upon the two major parties in the 


1 campaigns in which they have shown 


any decided strength, such as the Pro- 
gressive Party effort of 1912, initiated 
by Theodore Roosevelt, resulting in 
the defeat of the Republicans and the 
seating of Woodrow Wilgon— in the 
presidential chair.

°| Party of. the '70s and °80s, and the 


Union Labor Party of the '80s, attained 
such strength in the ’80s that the

The plan includes the Armour Grain 
Company, Rosenbaum Grain Corpora- 
tion, Bartlett, Frazier & Co., Resen- 
baum Brothers, and J. C. Shaffer & 
Co., handling more than $1,000,000,000 
worth of cash grain transactions 
annually, according to estimates of the 
aggregate business of the last few 
years.

INCREASED RECOGNITION GIVEN 
WOMEN OF. DEMOCRATIC PARTY 


Several Slated for Important 


Convention Posts—McAdoo 


Receives Their Support 


Special from Monitor Bureas 


NEW YORK, June 21—Women are 
demanding, and receiving increased 
recognition in the Democratic Party 
councils. There is a fair possibility 
that the committee on arrangements, 
which is mapping out tentative ap- 
pointments so as to save time in get- 
ting the convention organized, may 
recommend the selection of a woman 
as chairman of one of the four. major 
convention committees, resolutions, 
rules, permanent organization and 
credentials. There is less competition 
for the credentials committee chair- 
manship, and it is thought this one 
might easily fall to a woman. 

Though the women will play a very 
influential part there will be less said 
than heretofore of their activities, in 
the opinion of Mrs. Emily N. Blair of 
Miseouri, vice-chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. She 
pointed out that women formerly had 
to fight for their positions and to ex- 
ert their influente, and consequently 
had to make a noise; while now, when 
they have been recognized, they have 
only to proceed quietly with their 
work. She continued: 

“T think it is true that women are 
less inclined than men to party alte- 
giance and they are therefore more 
apt to be swayed by platforms. I be- 
lieve, however, that women should join 
parties, because that is the best way 
in which they can promote their ideals. 
If women stay outside parties, they 
can only choose between the programs 
set forth by others. If they go into 
parties they can influence the making 
of the programs.” . 

The most complete organization of 
women in support of a particular can- 
didate is that aiding William G. Mc- 
Adoo, of which Mrs. J. Borden Harri- 
man is the executive chairman. Her 
principal assistants among the 34 
members are Mrs. Duncan Dyer. Mrs. 
John Z. Lowe, and Mrs. Sigismond 
Pallen of Chicago, Ill. Mrs. Pallen, 
describing the committee’s work, said: 

“We expect to have every woman 
delegate and alternate to the conven- 
tion, of whom there are about 400, 
visited by a woman from her state 
who will urge her to support Mr. Mc- 
Adoo.

LONDON, June 21—Mount Everest, 
the highest measured mountain in the 
world, has once more beaten the men 
who would surmount its fastnesses. 
This year’s expedition, which has now 
so dramatically failed, is the third 
highly organized attempt to reach the 
summit. The first was in 1921, when 
the short, climbing season was taken 
up in-reconnaiseance, which, however, 
reached the great elevation of 23,000 


feet, and resulted in discovering the 
only possible route for future efforts.

27,200 feet—within only 1700 feet of 
the summit-,before being forced by 
the advent ‘of adverse weather to 
abandon the undertaking.

_ WASHINGTON, June .21—Opposition 
to the theory that there is scientific 
evidence’ to. show that the ‘‘white.In- 
dians" discovered in the Darien jun- 
gies and being brought to the United 
States really belong to the white race 
and resemble the primitive Nordic 
whites, wag voiced here yesterday by 
anth logical authorities connected 
with the Smithsonian-Institution. Dr. 
Ales Hrdlicka, head of the Division. of 
Anthropology, took up the cudgels. 
against the claim made by Richard 0. 
Marsh, leader of the expedition now 
returning here, accompanied by a few 
of the so-called white Indians, declar- 
ing that the story of “white Indians” 
is obviously untrue, although it has 
undoubtedly been given otit to the 
world with an honest intent. 

“T am disgusted with the whole 
affair,” said Dr. Hrdlicka. “The pub- 
lic should be warned. There is not 
a bit of scientific evidence to back up 
the claim. . If the expedition is bring- 
ing back white Indians, they will he 
albinos.” 

“The question will of course be de- 
cided when the Indians arrive here,” 
added Dr. Hrdlicka. “It would be un- 
precedented for a whole tribe of 
colored people to lose their pigments 
and become white. The white race 
is white because pigments were use- 
less in northern climates. These 
people have lived in the tropics.”

To the Editor of The Christian Science 
Monitor:

During the war Eng- 
land tried te enforce conscription in 
Ireland, she failed. After the war she 
tried to prevent Ireland's appearing as 
an individual member of the British 
Empire, the outcome is too well known 
to need further comment. It may be 
retorted that the analogy is unsound, 
since English opénion was by no means 
unanimous during the Irish trouble. 
American opinion is most certainly not 
unanimously in favor of prohibition.

Dukas’ Song Disappointing 
Such an exception no longer exists. 
Paul Dukas has just published a 
song on a sonnet by Ronsard. It must 
be confessed, however, that this work 
is very disappointing, in regard ta both 
the poem which forms the subject mat- 
ter chosen by the composer, and the 
music itself. Thid sonnet belongs to 
the most sophisticated class ever 
adopted by Ronsard, and the music 
does not improve its lucidity. This is 
all the more surprising, considering 
that Paul Dukas’ music is usually 
highly colored and vivid. 
_I have-already had the opportunity 
of expressing, in these columns, my 
feelings in regard to a composer's 


‘musical relationship with poets, and 


my opinion that there are not more 
than three or four poets with whose 
works a composer can agree, so as to 
compose songs which not only do not 
destroy the poems, but even impart to 
them charm and strength: 
Henri Duparc for Baudelaire, Debussy 
for Verlaine, Albert Roussel for Henrf 
de Régnier, Manuel de Falla for Théo- 
phile Gautier. 

‘These classes of competitions where 
several composers are required to set 
to music the same poet are evidence 
for my theory. It is true that Ronsard 
is: a more versatile poet than is gen- 
erally supposed, and that his poetry is, 
in turn, pompous, tender, heroic, 
homely, melancholy and cheerful; and 
also that scenes of nature and the 
charm of the intellect in succession 
find a place in it. Yet one can hardly 
say that out of those eight composers, 
of highly different temperaments, there 
are four who have been successful. 
The most fortunate, unquestionably, 
hare been Albert Roussel and Roland 
Manuel, Maurice Ravel and Arthur 
Honegger, the two former having 
chosen poems where nature plays a 
charming and delightful part, and the 
other two, two short poems of a more 
subdued and austere temper. 


Manuel’s Song 


It is rather gratifying to note that [ 


Roland Manuel's song resembles 
pretty well the kind of song that 
might have been expected of Ravel, 
whose two ancient songs, . “Anne 
jouant de l’épinette” and “Anne qui 


me jeta de la neige,” it recalls to 
some extent, like a distant echo. 


Maurice Ravel and in his disciple, Ro- 
land Manuel, and the poets of ‘the 
French Renaissance are equally fa- 
miliar to them. But if Roland Manuel 
wrote—and he did so with consider- 
able grace—a song bearing a more 
traditional impress and, fact, the 
kind of song-one expeCts when re- 
ferring to Ronsard, Ravel, on the con- 
trary, by treating his poem in an un- 
expected manner, added, owing to the 
requisite simplicity and concentrated 
emotion his song possesses, a par- 
ticularly stirring page not only to his 
own works, but also to French mu- 
sic generally, where this style of com- 
position is seldom met with. 
-Strangely enough, while Ravel thus 
parts company with his disciple, he 
comes nearer to another young com- 
poser who is very different from him 
in character, namely, Honegger. Their 
two songs in this selection bear a very 
strange family likeness: at first sight, 
one would not believe that there could 
be any close connection between the 
author of “Le Roi David” and that of 
“La Valse,” although the former pub- 
lished, among his works for the piano, 
“Hommage & Ravel.” 
Roussel’s Work Delightful 

The most delightful song, in all this 
selection, is no doubt that by Albert 
Roussel. This composer has a very 
keen sense of nature, as shown in his 
compositions for the piano, “Rusti- 
ques,” as well as in his orchestral 
works like “Poéme de la Forét” or 
“Pour une Féte de Printemps.” Al- 
bert Roussel did not write his song 
with piano accompaniment, but for the 
voice and the flute alone. There is 
nothing new in it, and as Ronsard’s 
poem is a kind of address to a nightin- 
gale, the use of the flute naturally 
suggested itself; but, as the saying 
goes, “il y a la maniére.” The manner 
in which the two melodic lines of the 
voice and of the instrument are in 


’ turn in opposition, in unison, in equi- 


librium or interwoven—and yet with 
the appearance of being perfectly 
natural—is really delightful. Without 
anywhere seeking to produce anything 
archaic, Albert Roussel’s music here 
imparts a new freshness and, as it 
were, another new aspect to Ronsard’s

During the World War an attempt 
was made by the United States Navy 
to follow this old custom with the 
thought of giving cheer and comfort 
to the sailor ahd of bestowing’ happi- 
ness through self-expreasion in song. 
A few years ago Mr. Stanton C. King, 
as official government chantey-man, 
published a small book of old chanfies 
as sung in the days of the “old sailing 
lugger.”” 

The word “chantey,” as given only 
to work-songs used on board a ves- 
sel, is said not to have been used be- 
fore 1869, but the custom of lighten- 
ing the labor of men‘at sea by all 
joining in song, existed many cen- 
turies ago. The term is taken from 
the French word “chanter.” 

On board a ship, the sailor who 
possessed the finest voice was an im- 
portant. person, and it was he who 
was elected “chantey man.” As 
leader, it was his duty to extemporize 
and to record passing events in rhyth- 
mic song. Thus the true chantey is in 
its nature a folk song of the sea. 
Ceci] Sharp states that the sailor's 
chanteys are the last of the labor 
songs to survive in England. 

There are two kinds of chanteys— 
the capstan-chantey and the pulling- 
chantey. Each kind of work has its 
own song. One or more lines are sung 
by the chantey-man, followed by one 
or two short lines in chorus. 

Another form of sea song known 
as “forebitters” was so called because 
the leader stood on the “fore-bitts,” 
a wooden construction near the fore- 
mast through which ropes were led. 
The “forebitter”’ was common to both 
the merchant seaman and the man-of- 
war’s: man, while the chantey was 
known only in the merchant service.

A genuine love and admira- 
tion for their author upheld him in the 
task; and he seeks to inspire the 
reader with the same. “We see,” he 
said, “that there is no darkress in his 
mind. He wants to please, to be 
loved.” Certainly the Prince has can- 
dor; smiling and débonnaire, he tells 
royalty itself what he thinks; and his 
wit runs sparkling over everything he 
touches, like a wide and shallow 
stream. But the stream springs from 
no high levels, and the thought never 
passes “from out our bourne of time 
and place.” 


The Prince's early years were spent 
in Belgium, at the great Chateau de 
Belloeil, which had 200 acres of pleas- 
ure gardens. Belgium then belonged 
to Austria, and in his sixteenth year, 
he became one of the chamberlains of 
the Emperor at Vienna. Later, he was 
much at the French Court. Some years 
after, we find him in the service of the 
Empress Catherine of Russia, for 
whose character and talents he had 
the strongest admiration.

ism of countless millions in the Great War. Yet his 
reign over mankind seems to be more strongly intrenched 
than ever. For the politician is the special product of 
democracy, and despite temporary setbacks in Italy and 
Spain the tide of democratic sentiment in the world is 
still flowing strong. 

Much of the current abuse of the politician is proba- 
bly justified. As a class, he is not living conspicuously 
up to the high responsibilities which rest upon him. He 
tends to think that it is his business to follow instead 
of to lead public opinion. But in great measure the 
crimes attributed to him are the crimes of the electorate 
itself. Under modern democratic conditions statesman- 
ship can only be installed in the high places of govern- 
ment when there are political leaders who will stand for 
policies which they believe to be right, regardless of the 
effect on their own fortunes, and when the electorate will 
elect and support that type of leader in preference to 
the suave persons who tempt it with flattery and promises. 

It is evident that we need a reconsideration of the 
popular beliefs about democracy. Twenty years ago 
popular political philosophy .was inclined to regard 

democracy as in itself the solution of most of human- 
ity’s ills. Introduce universal suffrage everywhere, it 
was said, and the opening era of the millennium would 
appear. Today there is less confidence. No thinking 
- person doubts that democracy is the best svstem of gov- 
ernment in the world, once a people has reached that 
degree of education and self-control which enables it 
to think responsibly about public affairs. But it 1s now 
more generally recognized that democracy is but a means 
to an end, and that that end is the growth in understand- 
ing and character of the electors themselves, because 
democracy forces them to learn from their own mis- 
takes. No country can have a government better than 
the people will elect, and progress, therefore, depends 
On improving not so muchrthe politicians as the people. 

There is only one road to perfect government, and 
that is to find not the popular but the right solution to 
every problem and to apply it without fear or favor. No- 
body can say that modern democracy has attained to 
that result. Public opinion, not the hereditary ruler. is 
now king, and, being king, it shows many of the foibles 
of its predecessors. It is hardlv less susceptible to flat- 
tery, to prejudice, and to shortsighted views. 

There is a famous skit on démocracy which describes 
the fate of an attempt to pass the Ten Commandments 
through an elected body. Everybody recognized that 
they represented the eternal law of righteousness and 
wisdom, that they ought to be obeved and that it would 
benefit the whole community that they should be obeyed. 
But one speaker after another produced reasons for 
postponing the decision, or at least for passing them with 
reservations. One said that nobody would obey them 
all, and therefore that they ought not to be passed. An- 
other said that the people did not want them, and that 
the people were always right. Another pointed out that 
no one who stood on a platform of rigid obedience to 

~ them would stand a chance of re-election. In the end 
they were passed, but with the proviso that every deputy 
could declare that they did not apply in his own district. 

This apocryphal story serves to illustrate the reali- 
ties of the position. Nations are well governed and 
prosper just in proportion as honesty, justice, love, and 
wisdom qharacterize their laws and their administra- 
tion. No nation can be well governed or prosper unless 
it insists that these qualities are respected and obeved in 
public life. The road to success, therefore, is not so 
much a matter of perfecting popular control over govern- 
ment as of the people themselves being willing to follow 
good leaders and to reject the specious and self-interested 
advice of inferior politicians. The real way to get rid 
of the type of politician that now afflicts the world is not 
to abuse him with folded hands, but for good citizens 
to stand on sound programs and_for the people them- 
selves to show by their votes that they respect statesman- 
ship and are willing to support it wherever it appears.

This former Vice-Goy- ~~ 
ernor-General, after eleven years’ residence there, was of 
the considered opinion that not less than another genera- 
tion of governmental and economic schooling would be 
called for before the natives of the archipelago could 
prove themselves sately capable of full autonomy or of 
developing their domestic resources, without large aids 
from foreign knowledge and money. Further, he 
thought that, next to a quieting down of internal fac- 
tionalism, capital was the one thing the Philippines most 
required. 

last spring it was reported that private investment 
was at a standstill in these south Pacific isles, whether on 
the part of American and other outside capitalists, or of 
wealthy residents, native, Spanish or Chinese. Invest- 
ments from the States were then estimated at $163,000,- 
000, a figure often quoted of late as detinite proof of the 
confidence of investors from the controlling country, since 
in 1909 the similar total stood at about $75,000,000. 
There is, however, another and perhaps more informing 
way of looking at this, which ts to compare the valuation 
of American interests there with what has been placed in 
Canada, Mexico and the West Indies. These figures are 
$2,500,000,000 for Canada, $1,022,000,000 for Mexico, 
$1, 360,000,000 for Cuba, and $148,000,000 for~ the 
Caribbean lands exclusive of the Lone Star Republic. 

Yet another light is thrown on the problem by the 
news which came up from Manila in May, to the effect 
that a number of large business houses, in the main 
American, were discussing among themselves approach- 
ing the insular Legislature to see if it were possible to pro- 
cure pledges to buy in their properties ‘“‘at a fair valua- 
tion” at such time as unqualified self-government might 
In return for this, the interests in question 
would cease all opposition to the independence movement. 
In other words, foreign capital in general, and that of the 
United States in particular, seems to be showing itself 
unwilling further to enter the Phwippines in the expecta- 
tion of an early withdrawal of United States authority— 
and this while all competent observers are agreeing that 
an urgent need for such capital exists throughout the 
archipelago. What answer is to be found to the quan- 
dary? It looks a little like another case of the keeping- 
your-cake-and-eating-it-too proposition. 

This is not written “to take sides” in the debate. The 
Christian Science Monitor has shown beyond dispute that 
it supports some one group against some other only for 
reasons which on examination will be found far bigger 
than those of mere party policy. This is markedly true 
as regards that situation in those Pacific islands where 
the Hag of the United States has flown for a quarter cen- 
tury. We shall welcome the day when complete inde- 
pendence shall he proclaimed there, provided only, and 


always, that sufficient promise shall have been offered 


that that great gift has been earned. We believe 
that this achievement will be won, and we‘are assured it 
is to be won only by more knowledge and broader expe- 


“rience. This spells co-operation ; nothing else. 
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\S MODESTLY as possible, and with befitting consid- 
eration of all the amenities, Mr. John W. Davis has let 
it be known that his announced 
determination not to become a 
candidate for the _ presidential 
nomination 1s subject to revision 
or reversal at the demand of the 
Democratic convention. By his 
action Mr. Davis shows himself 
to be a good soldier, ready, at 
the call of duty, to make whatever personal sacrifice is 
necessary. He says: “I have taken in good faith the 
position that I am not a candidate for the nomination, 
and that any decision to the contrary must come from the 
party and not from myself.” ; 

The announcement probably comes with less surprise 
to Mr. Davis’ friends than to his political opponents 
within the Democratic camp. It would not be wondered 
at if the mere fact that he would accept the nomination 
if chosen caused a revision of all previous convention 
forecasts. His strength is, of course. an unascertained 
factor. He stands out at once, however, as the pre- 
eminent exponent and champion of all the conservative 
elements represented 1 in the convention. : 

Mr. Davis is, first of all, perhaps, an anti-McAdoo 
candidate. It is against the massed strength of the former 
Secretary of the Treasury that the Davis champions would 
interpose their choice. Likewise, he probably will divide, 
at least after the first few ballots, the New York forces 
nominally committed to the nomination of Governer 
Smith.

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be said to the contrary, will have much to say in directing 
and shaping the course of events in Madison Square Gar- 
den on and after Tuesday next. 

Not a few Democrats who remember the disaster 
which overtook their camp following the convention at 
San Francisco in 1920, still insist that Mr. Davis was 
the “logical” candidate of the party them and that tine 
great mistake was made in not nominating him. At that 
time he was still a resident of West Virginia, temporarily 
absent on duty in England as the American Ambassador. 
Now he is a resident of New York, and although some 
of his critics insist that he has shown his “preference for 
a competence rather than for a career,’’ it is not certain 
that he has not gained strength and prominence while 
losing none of his prestige as ‘‘a country lawyer.” 

Actual notice has been served in advance, by 
Mr. Davis himself, that any effort to force his acceptance, 
if. nominated, of a platform which he cannot approve, 
will be futile. Im March last he said, in tentatively declin- 
ing to permit the use of his name as a candidate for the 
Presidency: “Any lawyer who surrenders his independ- 
ence by trimming his professional course to fit the gusts 
of popular opinion, in my judgment, not only dishonors 
himself but degrades his great profession. I tell you in 


candor that I would not pay this price for any honor” 
in the gift of man.’ 


It has been said by those who seek 
to discourage the nomination of Mr. Davis that hts selec- 
tion would make impossible any sharp contrast between 
the Democratic candidate and President Coolidge. Per- 
haps they have thus unwittingly spoken in commenda- 
tion of one whom they have no desire to praise.

The Diploma in the Attic 


JUNE not only is the month of roses, but it also produces 
another characteristic crop less dependent on the caprices of 
the weather, a crop that increases from year to yvear—diplomas. 
The number of these decorated, lasting parchments, that cer- 
tify the intellectual accomplishments and equipment of the 
young men and women on whom they are bestowed, is pro- 
digious, and each June sees the bunches of ribbon-bouad rolls 
of honor grow larger in nearly every school and college that 
gives them to hopeful graduates, while the number of institu- 
tions that confer them on young students also swells with each 
commencement season. 

As one thinks of the growing thousands of these records, 
one is moved to varied reveries of the educational past and 
to many questionings as to the p: resent. What becomes of ail 
the diplomas? What is the re al significance of them to their 
possessors? What is their practical and lasting value? Where 
are the thousands of such certificates that were given to our 
grandfathers, our fathers and our mothers lor ‘the mothers 
of this generation of graduates began to join the ranks of the 
grand army of the college-bred and the imber of femi inine 
recruits to this host is growing apace. vast do the values an vd 
uses of this vear's diplomas compare with those of bygone dav. 

As to the final resting place of most of the diplos mas of the 
past—grandfather’s and‘ fathers and. mother’s—probably, in 
nine cases out of ten, it was the attic. 

Ah, those diplomas in the attic! What — they 
arouse! What old hopes, some lost, some realized, they recall] 
How pictures of the ups and downs of tamily fortunes come 
trooping by, as one reads the names of givers and receivers of 
the parchments! Out of these one may glean some thoughts 
that have a reai practical application and value in their bearing 
on today and tomorrow.

Grandfather's sheepskin was like the mahogany table, the 
ancient chair or the pieces of old china, a relic that gave a 
certain feeling of distinction. But avhat did mothers mean ta 
her? Perhaps no more than did,an invitation to a party or 
a special theater program. Mlore likely, as she put it away 
among her keepsakes and shut the attic door, her thoughtseran 
something like .this: 

“That sheepskin represents hours of study and discipline 
and the acquirement of knowledge. It is mine because father 
and mother skimped here and there and made sacrifices +o 
that I could have an education, an equipment to meet the 
problems and crises of life. It is like a bond or a stock certifi- 
cate, hidden in a safety deposit vault. If the need should come, 
it could be converted into cash, fer it certifies that I am 
equipped to do things and to fill positions of trust and efficiency 
tor which salaries are paid.” 

And probably her diploma took exactly this p! ace in a recess 
far back in her consciousness. As the yéars went by and 
changes came into her lite there would be moments when cares 
pressed and the possibilities of poverty raised menacing heads 
in the distance. “Then she would remember her diploma and 
a sense of security would enter her thought. 

But while mother was relving on this anchor to windward, 
the world was moving and changing swiftly in fhany ways that 
she did not notice. Her time and thoughts were so largely 
viven to home, church and social duties that she di id not fully 
appreciate the new occupations which were spring: ing up or the 
new conditions that surrounded her. She had Little opportunity 
to keep in touch with manifold new methods that were mg 
ing in old occupations. The procession was going beyond her 
without her realizing it.

Supposing that this typical woman of education and refine- 


- ment, with a background of generations of gentility, should 


suddenly be called happens in thousands of cases, to 
change her ways of living entirely, and go out into the some- 
what rough-and-tumble world to earn her living, what would 
happen to her? Summoning up all her courage. and remem- 
bering contidently the diploma in the attic, she would go forth 
to tind a position—probably as a teacher. 

“What credentials have you to show vou are qualified to 
teach any particular-branch of education?” 

“Why. I have a diploma from Teachers’ College.” she 
might reply. “I specialized there in pedagogics. For a vear 
atter graduation I taught art in Miss Blank’s tashionable 
finishing school and the next year I was instructor in French 
in the Madison Avenue School.’ 

‘And you have taken no courses recently and have no 
certificate, say of last vear, to show what vou have done?” 
| “N-n-n-o. But I have kept up with current events very 
I have been in 
contact with my children’s studies and am sure I am up to 
date in such matters.”’ 

“Well, educational methods have changed greatly since vou 
left college and it is necessarv to have something in black and 
white to show that vou are trained in the new ways of doing 
things. I am afraid vou will have to take a course in some 
present-day school or in some way get an actual certificate of 
ability with this.or last vear’s date ‘on it.”

So in a twinkling the diploma in the attic has become a 
scrap of waste paper, so far as monev value goes, and the 
brave woman has to solve her problem in*most unexpected and 
dificult wavs. She does this, as thousands of others do, but 
she would not have had to go through the trving experiences 
she encountered, if she had placed less reliance on the diploma 
in the attic, and had given more attention to the moving pro- 
cession of life and to keeping in step with it. 

There are many ways of avoiding the trials of the situation 
here indicated. ‘The young folk, and e&pecially the young 
women who leave schools and colleges this- month, ought to 
tuke thought of them. If thev realize that commencement is 
not an ending but a beginning, and that a diploma is not an 
easily convertible bond, but is more like a milestone on the 
road of life, they will find that they will_not have serious 
dificulty in moving along the highway with the parade and 
that they will not wake up to tind that it has disappeared 
around the. next turn. 

No mafter what their immediate occupation may be, even 
if it involves the care and labor of home-making, which falls 
to the lot of most young women in these ultra-modern davs 
as in the past, thev can find opportunities to keep in- touch with 
today's activities and obtain up-to-date certificates of ability. 

Several colleges are providing such opportunities, Vassar 
proposes courses to which “tired housewives” and others may 
resort. They would ofter means for women whose children 
have gone out into the world to keep mentally alert and in 
touch with intellectual interests and progress. There are plenty 
of continuation schools and correspondence schools and univer- 
sity extension courses and summer schools. By enrolling in 
one of them much trouble or stagnation may be avoided. 

Above all, while you justly cherish the diploma in the 
attic, don’t overestimate its cash yalue. K. P.
